a previous adaptive baseline trend reduced by a predetermined downdrift in response to 
the current adaptive baseline trend being greater than the current short term trend, and 
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by setting the adaptive baseline trend equal to the previous adaptive baseline trend 
increased by a predetermined updrift in response to the current adaptive baseline trend 
being less than the current short term trend, wherein the updrift is greater than the 
downdrift, in combination with the other elements in the claims.
